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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Ms. Dara Dinner on 7-15-09. 

The apphcation has been amended as follows: 

Claim 7 (amended): Page 3, lines 7-8, delete: 

"4-(2,4-Difluoro-phenyl)-6-(4-fluorophenylamino)-2-methylsulfanyl-pyrimidine-5- 
carbaldehyde;" 

The amendment is necessary to overcome the double patenting (ODP) rejection with US 
7,314,934 B2. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicant's amendment and terminal disclaimer of 4-14-09 has been considered. The 
cancellation of claims 3-6 has overcome the rejection of 1 12/1^* paragraph. The terminal 
disclaimer has also obviated the ODP rejection. Thus, there is no outstanding rejection, and 
pending claims 1, 2 and 7-11 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to compounds of substituted 8H-pyrido-[2,3-d]- 
pyrimidin-7-one as recited in claim 1, and substituted pyrimidine-5-carbaldehyde 
as recited in claim 7. The compounds in claim 1 have been allowed in US '881 
which has a terminal disclaimer. The one species in claim 7 which is an obvious 
variant of a compound in US'934 is deleted by the above Examiner's Amendment. 
There is no prior art teaches or fairly suggested these claimed compounds and 
pharmaceutical composition thereof. Thus, the compounds of claim 1 are novel 
as has been found in US '881, and the compounds of claim 7 are not anticipated or 
not rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
